Dorsey Employees Receive Over $38,000 “Profit” 


The March 18 bulletin to employees at 
Dorsey Trailers reads: 

“About $9,000 extra in separate pay 
checks 1s being paid to Dorsey ''railer em- 
ployees lor Fepruary profit-sharing incen- 
tive pay. An additional similar amount has 
been set aside for contribution to Dorsey 
Trailers Employee Profit-Sharing Retire- 
ment Fand. 

- “Since November, 1954, the total of 
$38,334.17 has been paid directly to Dorsey 
employees in extra paychecks as profit- 
sharing incentive pay, and the total amount. 
of an additional $38,384.17 has been set 
aside for contribution to the retirement 
fund. This makes a total of $76,668.34 in 
extra benefits which has been provided for 
employees since last November. 

“We congratulate you for helping us 
make these benefits possible, and we trust 
that you will go on to make profit-sharing 
incentive pay in March even exceed the 
fine check you received for last November.” 

In addition the bulletin reports Dorsey 
distributors were confident about business 
conditions and felt that sales in 1955 should 
be at least as high as any previous year. 


This should be encouraging to the men 
at the plant as well as to merchants, Dor- 
sey Trailers is the economic lifeblood of El- 
ba. Reduce its operations and the effect on 
trade is felt immediately, Actually the pay- 
roll at Dorseys is as important to business 
here as the farm income. West Coffee Coun- 
ty is predominantly a rural community but 
thanks to Dorsey Trailers boasts a fairly 
good balance between farm and industry. 

The profit-sharing has been a boon to 
men at the plant, One individual said he has 
been abie to meet his car payments since 
November without touching his regular pay 
check, Others have been able to meet their 
obligations in a similar manner or put more 
into savings. 

To the town merchants, the profit- 
sharing means as much money has besn 
added to trade channels as if 65 additional 
persons were employed by a new firm here 
at the wage of $45 per week.. While the 
Chamber of Commerce is engaged in the 
worthwhile project of going after new in- 
dustry, the profit-sharing plan at Dorseys 
has the equivalent effect of adding a small 
manufacturing plant here, It should be ap- 
preciated by everyone, 


Elba Is Not the Onlv Town to License Union Organizers 


Last week a suggestion was made that 
a stiff ‘icense fee be put on union organizers 
here because of the pointed inqueries made 
by management seeking to locate plants in 
this area, The idea was advanced that the 
city license be raised from the per year ba- 
sis of $50 for local organizers and $100 for 
outsiders to a per day levy of the same fee.

MEMPHIS, Tenn.—‘Watch this 
cotton bale—it could ruin you.”’ 

By flashing this warning to gin- 
warehousemen, and cotton 


ners, 
haulers, red ‘‘fire-bale’’ tags save 
the cotton industry countless 


thousands of dollars, 

The National Cotton Council, in 
cooperation with various | state 
ginner associations, distributes the 
red tags to all ginners in the Cot- 
ton Belt, 

A “fire-bale’’ is one which har- 
bors smouldering lint ignited by 
a spark during the ginning pro- 
cess. The tightly packed lint will 
sometimes smoulder for days be- 
fore bursting into flame to ignite 
neighboring bales in a warehouse 
or railway boxcar and cause dis- 
aster. 

Red fire tags enable the ginner 
to label those suspected bales and ; 


them aside—well away from 
all other cotton—for a period of 
72 hours or more until all danger 
is passed, The recommended pro- 
cedure calls for tagging the bale 
preceding the suspected bale and 
also the one that follows. After 
72 hours these two are released 
into regular market channels and 
the suspected bale held as long 
as the ginner thinks necessary.

Dorsey Employees Receive Over $38,000 “Profit” 


The March 18 bulletin to employees at 
Dorsey Trailers reads: 

“About $9,000 extra in separate pay 
checks 1s being paid to Dorsey 'l'railer em- 
ployees for kepruary profit-sharing incen- 
tive pay. An additional similar amount has 
been set aside for contribution to Dorsey 
Trailers Employee Profit-Sharing Retire- 
ment Fund, 

“Since November, 1954, the total of 
$38,331.17 has been paid directly to Dorsey 
employees in extra paychecks as_profit- 
sharing incentive pay, and the total amount 
of an additional $38,384.17 has been set 
aside for contribution to the retirement 
fund. This makes a total of $76,668.34 in 
extra benefits which has been provided for 
employees since last November. 

“We congratulate you for helping us 
make these benefits possible, and we trust 
that you will go on to make profit-sharing 
incentive pay in March even exceed the 
fine check you received for last November.”’ 

In addition the bulletin reports Dorsey 
distributors were confident about business 
conditions and felt that sales in 1955 should 
be at least as high as any previous year. 


This should be encouraging to the men 
at the plant as well as to merchants. Dor- 
sey Trailers is the economic lifeblood of El- 
ba. Reduce its operations and the effect on 
trade is felt immediately. Actually the pay- 
roll at Dorseys is as important to business 
here as the farm income. West Coffee Coun- 
ty is predominantly a rural community but 
thanks to Dorsey Trailers boasts a fairly 
good balance between farm and industry. 

The profit-sharing has been a boon to 
men at the plant, One individual said he has 
been abie to meet his car payments since 
November without touching his regular pay 
check, Others have been able to meet their 
obligations in a similar manner or put more 
into savings. 

To the town merchants, the profit- 
sharing means as much money has besn 
added to trade channels as if 65 additional 
persons were employed by a new firm here 
at the wage of $45 per week.. While the 
Chamber of Commerce is engaged in the 
worthwhile project of going after new in- 
dustry, the profit-sharing plan at Dorseys 
has the equivalent effect of adding a small 
manufacturing plant here. It should be ap- 
preciated by everyone, 


Elba Is Not the Onlv Town to License Union Organizers

1954 Drouth Will Have Holdover Effect on Peanuis 


Given ideal growing conditions in 1955, 
peanut farmers are unlikely to get a bump- 
er crop because of the seed situation, Lab- 
oratory tests conducted in recent weeks 
show the seed available are less likely to 
sprout than at any time in the history of 
the Alabama peanut industry. 

Everyone realizes “As you sow, ye are 
like to reap” and most farmers know enough 
to pay for certified seed even if it does cost 
a little more. But this year they are caught 
in the situation where they can’t get any 
good seed. Certified Dixie Runners are sup- 
posed to carry a guarantee of at least 75 
per cent germination. Regular run seed 
must check at least 60 per cent germination 
to comniy with Alabama regulations. 

Seed men held a meeting in Enterprise 


last week with farm leaders and representa- 
tives fiom the Alabama Department of Ag- 
riculture, Cruix of their decision was to sell 
what seed they had available even though 
it was substandard but to tell the farmer 
exactly what he was getting, This way he 
could sow heavier and do what ever else he 
could to get a good stand of peanuts this 
year. 

Some seed that will be on the market 
will test as low as 40 per cent germination, 
it has been reported, This will make it more 
difficult, given ideal weather, for farmers to 
recoup last year’s losses when the peanut 
crop virtually failed. With acreage limita- 
tions tighter than ever, the small landowner 
is caught in a squeeze that punishes where 
it hurts most in the pocekthook. 


Elba Makes Record Putting in Airport Runways 


Asa Rountree, director of the Depart- 
ment ot Aeronautics for the State of Ala- 
bama came through Elba Friday and was 
all sm over the progress being made on 
the mui.:cipal airport runways. He said this 
town is setting a record for speed in com- 
pleting work on the project. 

Son:c towns have taken as long as two 
years from the time engineering work was 
started until the job was completed, he said. 
Elba will finish up its job in five weeks. 
State Highway Department engineers stak- 
ed out the runways beginning Feb, 28. A lit- 
tle over a week later on March 8, the county 
commissieners moved in their road building 
equipment and started to do the actual work. 
Mr. Rountree estimated the job will be com- 
pleted, including sodding of the runways, 
‘five weeks after the first earth was moved, 


The Aeronautics director had a lot of 
bouquets to pass around to men doing the 
work. He said the Highway Department en- 
gineers did a good and fast job in laying out 
the work and then the commissioners de- 
serve praise for getting on the propect so 
quickly after learning what was expected of 
them. Mr. Rountree also commended J. D. 
Morrow for a fine job of supervising the 
men and equipment doing the work. 

The Department of Aeronautics plans 
on having a dedication program at the air- 
port as soon as the sod is up and well-estab- 
lished, Mr. Rountree said. Usually from 40 
to 50 planes will fly in for the ceremony 
which is held on the weekend. Late this sum- 
mer he feels the sod will be well enough es- 
tablished to have the ceremony and open 
the airport to military and civilian use.
